Cafe Beirut Adds Spice to City’s Lebanese Menu

My Perennial Co-diner, who I’ve 
mentioned frequently as a trusted 
second palate on my weekly resto~ 
expedition, has the sort of look about 
her that makes people want to give 
_ her stuff. A few weeks ago she did 
a bit of advance work on my behalf 
and-checked out Café Beirut, a new 
Lebanese eatery on Whyte Avenue 
that we'd both had our eyes on since 
the sign appeared on a block that has 
quite suddenly become café-inten- 
sive. 3 
Anyhow, co-diner found herself 
made very welcome in Café Beirut, 
_ where the owner offered to give her 
_a tour of the menu and then, possi- 
bly because of her lovely disposition 
— or could it be her sparkling blue 





eyes? — refused to let her pay. . 

A few days later she piloted me in 
the direction of Whyte so I could try 
it for myself. Tarboosh-sporting pro- 
prietor/chef Sam Tabet greeted us, 
introduced us to his daughter Rima, 
who was helping out that day, and set 
to hand-preparing us a small feast of 
fresh, delicious Lebanese food that 
barely has an equal in this town at 
such a reasonable price-point. 

Café Beirut is still a work in prog- 
ress — the higher-than-expected vol- 
ume of traffic has caused a few in- 
gredients shortages since the doors 
opened a week or so ago. But Tabet’s 
long history as a restaurateur in Ed- 
monton (he used to run Chateau Bei- 
rut on Stony Plain Road and Sahara 
Sands in Old Strathcona) shows 
through in the pride and care he 
takes in each meal he produces, Sam 
told us that Lebanese food was not as 
homogenous as Lebanese restaurants 
would have us believe; every part of 
the tiny nation has its regional vari- 
ants and his food is representative of 
the area around the majestic Chouf 
Mountains southeast of Beirut and 
its agricultural abundance. He also 
noted that everything he served was 
made from scratch and that his ca- 
fé's limited seating capacity was in- 
tended to insure that he had time to 


create every order individually. 
Hoping to take in as broad a sam- 
pling of the menu as possible, we 
decided to try out the mezza for two 
($29.95), a belly-busting sampler of 
eight dishes for sharing. To wash it 
down, a refreshing Lebanese non- 
alcoholic sparkling malt beverage

called Laziza — I would endorse the 
apple flavour. 

Our fest started with fattoush 
salad, yabrek (grape leaves stuffed 
with rice), musakaat (baked eggplant 
chopped up with tomatoes, chickpeas, 
garlic and spices), mujadara (lentils 
and carmelized onions with spices, 
topped with fresh purple cabbage) 
and pita. This assortment demon- 
strated how vegetarian-friendly Café 
Beirut was, and that was without 
even trying meatless standbys like 
baba ganoush, hummus and tabouli.

The fattoush salad — romaine, herbs 
and copious veggies tossed with pita 
chips and sumac in lemon-red wine 
vinegar dressing — was refreshing 
and provided a needed jolt of chlo- 
rophyll. 

Sam also served us kibbi, fried 
balls of ground beef and bulgur 
stuffed with pine nuts, onions and 
herbs, and chicken shawarma mari- 
nated in white wine served on a bed 
of parsley and onions with a crisp 
pita lid. Though we were well on our 
way to stuffed, we also sampled his 
crispy, substantial falafel (fried balls 
of ground chickpeas with spices) 
doused in creamy tahini sauce. That 
did it for sure — we were stuffed, but 
pleasantly so 

I returned to Café Beirut the fol- 
lowing week incognito (ie: without 


my co-diner). The joint was busy 


and another of Sam’s offspring po- 
litely took my order for the shish 
taouk platter ($11.95) 
Laziza and contemplated the busy

stretch of Whyte outside the win- 
dow while Sam did his magic, which 
didn’t actually take all that long. Two 
skewers of cubed chicken marinated 
in red wine were laid across a soft 
pita covered in parsley and red on- 
ions with a grilled pita on top. On 
the side, a generous portion of fat- 
toush salad with lots of green pepper, 
tomatoes, radishes, parsley and pita 
chips, some tangy Lebanese pick- 
les and the super-potent condiment 
known as toum, which is basically 
garlic mortared and pestled with salt, 
olive oil and salt. Delicious though it 
is, anyone you speak to for the next 
12 hours will be all too aware you've 
eaten it, so take breath mints.

Homemade Success Story 


| WILD EARTH BLENDS FAMILY 
| HISTORY WITH BAKED-FROM- 
SCRATCH GOODNESS

There is both city and family history 
baked right into the walls of the Wild 
| Earth Bakery and Cafe. 

The bustling bakery/cafe is in the 
same building that was home Ed- 


monton’s first supermarket, called 
| the Red and White, back in the 
1930s. Continuing the lineage, the 
| current co-owner of Wild Earth, Dee 





Bateman, is the granddaughter of 
| Tubby Bateman, the former Red and 
| White owner and the name behind 
| Bateman’s IGA stores 
There is family history hanging on 
| the walls of Wild Earth as well. In a 
quiet nook of the newly renovated 
bakery at 8902 99th St., 
with Bateman family photos, is a 
Bate- 


man house. The Bateman corner is 


festooned 
comfortable couch from the 
meant to be a place for quiet conver 
sation, but quiet is hard to come by 
at Wild Earth. The place reverberates 
with the chatter of patrons who have 
taken the bakery/cafe to heart 

The Wild Earth Bakery has recent 
ly opened an expansion, doubling the 
size of the operation without losing 
the intimate, neighbourhood touch 

“What Dee and | wanted to create 


in the city of Edmonton is not a fran-

chise,” Greta Sieben, co-owner with 
Bateman, says over the mid-morning 
din. “We wanted to have the ability to 
add product, change a product, and 
listen to our customers.” 

Historical connections are nice, but 
they don't pay the bills. Wild Earth is 
drawing customers from the neigh- 
bourhood and beyond thanks to its 
dedication to natural ingredients and 
its made-from-scratch philosophy. 

“It's real food, with no preserva- 
tives, made from scratch,” says Bate- 
man. 

Greta describes their baked goods 
as having a “chunky look” — and in 
a good way. 

“It’s not a cookie cutter scone, it's 
not a cookie cutter muffin ... even 
our cookies aren't cookie cuttered.” 

Wild Earth is a bit of a rarity, of- 
fering savoury foods (essentially, 
stuff without sugar, like sandwiches, 
salads and soups), baked goods, and 
quality coffee. The bakery/cafe has 
about 100 items on the menu in total, 
including about 50 different recipes 
for soup, and about 30 different des- 
sert items 

“All of our bakers are creative bak- 
ers,” says Bateman. “They just don't 
open up a package.” 

And while the bakery and cafe sells 
products with only natural ingredi- 
ents that are baked from scratch, it’s 
not necessarily a place to go if you’re 
counting your calories 





“We use real butter, real cream, 
the whole deal,” “We're 
selling real food — you'll put on 20 
pounds if you eat our pastry every 
day.” 

“We're not trying to pretend to 
be the organic, earthy, sprouts bak- 
ery. We have a little of all of that for 
everybody. We make vegan muffins 


says Greta. 


with organic soy milk, but they will 
also make triple espresso, loaded 
with calories chocolate cake. Not 
everything here is going to be whole 
wheat.” 

Don’t expect to drop in early in the 
morning and pick up a batch of day- 
old anything — unsold baked goods 
are frozen, then donated to a number 
or charities. They could, quite easily, 
sell the day old at discount prices and 
make some money, but the dona- 
tions are their way of giving back to 
the community. 

Wild Earth employs 30 people who 
contribute their own ideas about the 
product mix, as well as take sugges- 
tions from their loyal clientele. 

Chelsea Campbell, chief barista, 
says customers routinely suggest 
items that will fit in with the cafe's 
vibe, which is a big selling point. 

“It's got that old neighbourhood 
feel to it,” says Campbell, who was 
promoted to barista shortly after 
joining the company when he talent 
for coffee became clear, “It’s a great 
walking community.”

Happy Canada Day, fellow Canadi- 
ans. 

I'm sorry, but that doesn’t sound 
right to me. That expression Canada 
Day. Before the federal government 
turned the word Canada into a kind 
of corporate logo, Canada’s national 
birthday was called Dominion Day. 
I still rather like it. It's a purely Ca- 
nadian term, dominion. As far as | 
know, we're the only country in the 
world that called itself a dominion. 
It's kinda weird, a little quirky. But 
every country needs its quirks. Aside 
from trivial matters like language, 
quirks are what makes a country a 
country, particularly a place that is 
as composed of so many different 





pieces, and so unsure of itself, as is 
Canada. 

Canada, I submit, is not so much a 
country as a combination of quirks, 


some brought over from other coun- 
tries, others distinctly our own. 

Our greatest national quirk is our 
strange combination of smugness 
and inferiority. Somehow, we manage 
to see ourselves as humble residents 
of the greatest country in the world. 
Bragging that you live in the greatest 
country on earth should automati- 
cally make you an arrogant braggart, 
but Canadians are somehow seen as 
humble.

New York's Teddy Wayne cut his 
teeth writing short humour pieces 
for McSweeney's, the generous and 
high-minded publishing brainchild of 
Dave Eggers. Over the course of six 
years, he's become one of the web- 
site’s most reliable and hilarious con- 
tributors around — one memorable 
piece, “Feedback From James Joyce's 


Submission of Ulysses to His Cre- 
ative-Writing Workshop,” was widely 
forwarded between students in my 
undergraduate modernism course, to 
our professor's shared delight, Since 
then, he’s springboarded into a career 
as a full-time freelancer; his writing 
has appeared in lofty places such as 
The New York Times, The New York- 
er, Vanity Fair, and The Wall Street 
Journal 

Now, with the publication of his 
debut novel, Kapitoil, Wayne's pedi- 
gree as a literary jack of all trades — a 
Swiss army knife wielding an MFA 
— is confirmed. The book is about 
Karim Issar, a curious but reserved 
computer programmer from Qatar 
who lands a job on Wall Street in 
the gloriously naive days of 1999. In 
between admiring Jackson Pollock 
paintings and deciding to record his 
every conversation, Karim’s idiosyn- 
cratic mind comes up with a complex, 
ingenious algorithm for predicting oil 
futures based on the number and con- 
tent of newspaper articles about the 
Middle East. Before he knows it, Ka- 
rim is the most sought-after man in 
the company; but with a limited grasp 
of English and western customs, he 
discovers just how hard it is to tell the 
wolves from the sheep. 

Wayne spoke, to SEE Magazine 
last month by phone about the Mc- 
Sweeney's. formula, the accidental 
comedy of business jargon, and why 
he wasn't interested in writing anoth- 
er 9/11 novel. 


SEE Magazine: | first heard about 
you through your work in Me- 
Sweeney's. Do you remember the first 
piece you got on the website? 

Teddy Wayne: Yeah, it was “John 
son's Life of Boswell.” A nice little 
reversal. [Laughs.] That was the first 
thing I published as a young writer. | 
was 24, maybe, when it happened. I 
had dabbled in some comedy writing 
in college, but very little. | tried gut 
one year for the Harvard Lampoon, 
didn’t really know what I was doing, 
and deservedly didn’t make it. 

“Then, in the fall of 2004, a friend 
took me to a humour reading event at 
the New Yorker festival. | was blown, 
away, and remembered how much [| 
enjoyed this kind of writing. So l’start- 
ed writing some things. I sent some 
into McSweeney’s, and got rejected a 
few times, but the editor was very en- 
couraging and finally I broke through. 
Then came this torrent, where | be- 
gan writing this new genre more and 
more, and compared to other types of 
writing, it came relatively effortlessly 
in terms of output.

Jonathan Hart is as patient as they 
get. The local poet and a scholar of

For reasons that are both obscure 
and unfair, the genre of historical fic- 
tion has always filled me with a cer- 
tain amount of loathing. Especially 
anything that's set outside of the au- 
thor’s lifetime. Mostly it seems like 
they're trying.to show off the scope 
of their research — and if that’s the 
case, why not just write a non-fiction 
book and spare us all the muddy edi- 
torializing? 

Leave it to a formal whiz-kid like 
David Mitchell to show me the light. 
The €ngland-born, Ireland-based 
author's fifth novel, The Thousand 
Autumns of Jacob de Zoet, is unmis- 
takably in the historical fiction tradi- 
tion. There are none of the dazzling 
hairpin turns and time-jumps that 
made his 2004 novel Cloud Atlas an 
international phenomenon; the new 
book is set — permanently — in an 
isolated Dutch trading post off the 
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coast of Nagasaki, Japan, at the turn 
of the 19th century. 

It’s also a drink of cool, cool water 
shimmering, pristine, and so refresh- 
ing you may find yourself smacking 
your lips as the pages turn 

There's plenty of plot to go around, 
and most of it involves the titular 
Jacob, a kind and moral Dutch clerk 
who's part of the team brought in 
to clean up the trading company’s 
shoddy ledgers. It turns out nearly 
everyone on the small, “high-walled, 
fan- shaped artificial island” (called 
Dejima) is taking a cut of the prof 
its, and they're in no hurry to change 
their ways. The cast is a true ensem- 
ble. Along the way,.we meet upwards 
of a dozen Dutch employees, another 
dozen Japanese luminaries, and a

Cloud Atlas, Mitchell demonstrates 
his ventriloquist's ability to expertly 
reproduce the myriad dialects and 
language tics running amok in this 
peculiar island-world. 

If the novel does use a narrative 
trick, it’s in subtly shifting between 
the two nations’ perceptions of one 
another. The first section takes place 
almost exclusively from the Dutch 
point of view, with the Japanese 
mainland portrayed as a dangerous 
and seductively exotic place. From 
here, however, the cramped world of 
Dejima opens up, inch by inch. 


The second section takes us into 
the heart of Nagasaki and beyond, 
focusing on what we're told is a re- 
mote nunnery, but turns out to be 
more like a remote rape factory with 
prayer breaks. 

We also see the stifled voices of 
dissent about Japan's isolationist 
politics. One intellectual scoffs at 
the usual line about Japan being an 
impregnable fortress. “(W]e are a 
ramshackle farmhouse,” he says, 
“with crumbling walls, a collapsing 
roof,.and covetous neighbors... To 
avoid becoming a European colony, 
we need colonies of our own.” 

The book does have a few slight 
wobbles near the end, and truthfully, 
Mitchell doesn’t quite stick the land- 
ing. 

Some of the story's many threads 
are discarded without a satisfying 
payoff — notably a plan to take down 
an enemy ship using flaming-arrows 
and a floating daisy chain of little 
merchant boats. How great would 
that have been? 

No matter. This is a bold, perpet- 
ual-motion machine of a novel that 
never stops generating pleasure and 
intrigue in equal doses.

Do fictional characters have to be 
likeable? 

Read enough film, theatre, and lit- 
erary reviews and you'll find many 
critics seem to think so. It’s a recur- 
ting rebuke levelled at artists that 
their characters are just so, so un- 
likeable, godammit, and it’s therefore 
impossible to care about them. 

The titular figure of Daniel 
Clowes’s first all-new graphic novel 
Wilson seems the kind of charac- 
ter such critics are thinking of. In- 
deed, for seminal “alternative” artist 
Clowes — whose Ghost World and 
Eightball also challenge the reader 


ee 
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with off-putting protagonists — the 
misanthropic Wilson may represent 
a pinnacle. 

“I love people! I’m a people per- 
son!” Wilson says on page one, panel 
one. By the final frame of the full- 
page sequence, he’s asking a fellow 
dog-walker, “For the love of Christ, 
don't you ever shut up?” 

Wilson's shtick is to disdain just 
about anybody and_ everybody, 
whether on account of their jobs, 
vehicular preferences, or admiration 
for The Dark Knight. Little wonder 
that, at middle age, his only compan- 
ion is a dog. 

The advantage (and, one could 
say, great value) of fiction, however, 
is that it provides means to endure 
abrasive personalities — and develop 
empathy for the flawed human be- 
ings that generate them. 

Wilson isn't likeable. Fuck no. But 
he nonetheless emerges as sympa- 
thetic because, God help us all, he’s 
just like the rest of us in the really 


important ways. 

When he sits down, uninvited, 
with total strangers in coffee shops, 
or collapses on a childhood baseball 
diamond whimpering “Oh Daddy 
Daddy Daddy” — well, he’s merely 


looking for love, acceptance, and | 


some kind of human connection 
He's a tragic figure, really. Deep 
inside, he’s got some inkling of who 
and what he is. Yet he’s so self-fo- 
cused, he'll most likely never really 
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achieve any meaningful communion | 


with others 
Oh yes, the story. When Wilson's 


father is struck by cancer, Wilson is 


spurred to reconnect first with him, 
then his ex-wife, who reveals a long- 
held secret: Wilson is a father. As we 


can see for ourselves, this is a man 


singularly unfit for parenthood — 


which he demonstrates vividly after | 


he tracks the child down 


While Clowes has constructed a 


clear overall narrative, Wilson is 
structured like a series of one-page 
gag strips, with each page-long se- 
quence ending in a punchline of 
sorts. 
Simultaneously, 
structure enables a greater continu- 
ity, with each final panel compelling 
the reader to turn the page. This de- 
liberate construction is part of the 
classic craft of comics storytelling. 
No, characters don't really have to 
be likeable. You don’t even have to 
completely understand them; we're 
never given any explanation, after 
all, as to why Wilson is who he is. 
All characters really have to be is 
human. Look at Wilson, and one can 


see a prize jerk, loser, and anti-social 


misfit. But if you can't also see some- 
thing of you and yours there, you're 
not looking hard enough — or you're 
denying what you see.

as there was into the stock market 
or math. I didn’t want his religion to 
take centre stage. 

If it were set post-9/11, of course, 
I'd have to change everything. I'd 
have to address the xenophobia and 
persecution he’d encounter. But that 
didn’t interest me as much. 

SEE: Even in the pre-9/11 setting, 
most of the people Karim encounters 
want to make his religion the focus, 
and he’s really not interested in it. 
The book is a record of his internal 
dialogue, and he doesn’t even reflect 
on it all that much. 

TW: My rule of thumb was if I 
were going to Qatar and keeping a 
diary, would I be writing about the 
new world around me, or would I be 
writing so much about my past, and 
_ America? I’d be writing about the 
new stuff, I think. 

Ihad more of that at the beginning, 
in fact. Every time I would put things 
in, early readers would point out it 
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looked like I was trying to prove I'd 
done my homework. A real Mus- 
lim character wouldn't mention his 
Muslim-ness at every opportunity. 

SEE: Did your experience with hu- 
mour writing help you when writing 
the novel, even if it doesn’t show up 
in the form of actual jokes? 

TW: Definitely. For one, it gives 
you training writing in different 
voices. You come up with a charac- 
ter through a unique voice. And I 
think even small things like comic 
timing — you learn tricks over time 
to make a sentence funny. There are 
some tips in the back of the book. 
If you’re making a funny sentence, 
you want the funniest word to be the 
last word, otherwise you burn it out 
earlier. Little things like that. But in 
terms of narrative? No. [Humour 
pieces] have a set up and payoff, and 
that's it. 

SEE: You wrote your undergradu- 
ate thesis on David Foster Wallace's 
Infinite Jest in 2001 — it’s now circu- 


lating online — and I understand you 
met him briefly, on the basis of that 
thesis. What was your impression of 
him like? 

TW: It was nice. He came to Har- 
vard that year to give a reading. They 
had me pick him up at the airport. 
He was a very gracious, nice, self- 
deprecating guy. My sense from the 
limited time was he was a guy who'd 
been burdened with being the smart- 
est guy in the room his whole life, 
but had learned a way to make people 
feel at ease around him despite that. 
He was as good as you can be at mak- 
ing people not feel like they’re in the 
presence of an arrogant mastermind. 

1 re-encountered him years later at 
a reading. I’d had no contact with 
him in the interim. He remembered 
me, and seemed genuinely pleased to 
see me again — not that he knew me 
well, at all. It's too bad, obviously. I’m 
not the only one to say that. We lost 
someone who would’ve been produc- 
ing amazing work still.

To many people, writing is about 
implication — scaling back, paring 
down. It's the things you don’t put 
down on the page that count. When 
this philosophy is put to really good 
use (as in your Hemingways, your 
Carvers, or even your Tao Lins), it's 
hard to argue with the results 

But what happens when minimal- 
ism goes wrong? What happens 
when a piece of writing is so vigour- 
ously pruned that plot, character, and 
cohesion itself wind up on the scrap 
heap, leaving nothing behind but an 
inscrutable stump? 

These questions are answered sev- 
en times over in Double Happiness, 
the disappointing and frequently 
mystifying debut collection of short 
fiction by Mary-Beth Hughes. A cou- 
ple of the nine stories here are fol- 
lowable on a sentence-by-sentence 
basis — not coincidentally, these are 
the ones I liked. The others, however, 


might as well be in point form 

The collection is haunted by a few 
choice ghosts: divorce, pain, and 
men that are alternately distant, 
adulterous, and abusive. In “The 
Aces,” a hotshot magazine editor 
sits on a plane, fantasizing about an 
old affair and cursing his pregnant 
wife's newly affected maternal glow. 
In “Pelican Song,” a modern dancer 
helps her mother flee an abusive 
second husband by telling her how 
to shimmy out a bathroom window. 
In the title story, a 9/11 widow finds 
newfound purpose by pushing a 
book cart around her children's old 
Catholic school. 

From afar, these premises sound 
auspicious enough. But when you're 
knee-deep in the ensuing stories, 
such discernible images are nowhere 
to be found. It's not that the language 
is too flowery or convoluted; it's that 
the simple logic that connects one 
sentence to another is almost wholly 
absent. Stray observations and de- 
tails are parachuted in without clear 
owners. Entire characters wander 
through the scene, their importance 
implied but never explained. The 
stories in Double Happiness left me 
feeling like the victim of some kind 
of head trauma: I stared at the pages, 
recognizing the individual words but 


unable for the life of me.to put them 
together. 

Only two times is Hughes willing 
to drop the cryptic tone and put her 
story first. “Rome,” an aching story 
of a third-grader and her father’s day 
trip to New York City, gets in a few 
choice twists — and here the con- 
sequences of adultery are given the 
most weight, when the father has an 
awkward run-in with his mistress in 
a department store. And “Guidance” 
deploys some expert misdirection 
Over 25-odd pages, we realize our 
airhead model/narrator has no idea 
she’s about to be kidnapped by a dis- 
gruntled bodyguard. 

Overall, though, the frustration-to- 
pleasure ratio is too high. The prose 
cuts too many corners, and the char- 
acters often fall into the same uneasy 
dynamics. This is how the narrator 
of “Guidance” sums up her husband, 
a millionaire more than three times 
her age: “He meant well. The whole 
subservience thing just a personailty 
glitch.” The same could be said of 
nearly all of Hughes's male leads. 

Look at that quote again. Isn’t there 
supposed to be a “was” in the second 
half? Usually I'd chalk that up to a 
proofreader's error and move on, 
but in this case I sense the work of 
Hughes's overactive hedge-clippers.

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Hope that’s plain enough. The sto- 
ty also concerns the cats of Catland 
teaching humans how to have fun, 
using drug-laced hot dogs, instead of 
just killing each other. 

This pisses the dogs of Dogland 
right off: “What?! I told Captain 
Cat that possessing Hot Dogs is 
considered to be among the very 
worst of insults to us Dogs! GR- 
RRRRRRRRRRR!” 

That kind of cheeky humour per- 
vades Keith Jones’ Catland Empire. 
The book mostly reads like some- 
thing a university physics students’ 
association might run off for fun, 
after some rounds of good weed and 
cheap lager. 

The comic even has two cats have 
hallucinations after getting high on 
catnip. “AAAh! Pops! You don’t look 
like you no more!” cries one, now 
Perceiving his companion as a dog. 
The companion, in turn, sees the 
other as a human. A stoner freak-out 
ensues, 


This is the key source of the book's 
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charm. You won't find the penetrat- 
ing self-reflection of Seth’s George 
Sprott or the from-a-distance char- 
acter study of Chester Brown's Louis 
Riel here: Catland Empire is mostly 
just breezy, light-hearted fun. 

What could be fairly described as 
the somewhat crude — though de- 
liberately so — drawing style actu- 
ally serves the preposterous story. 
As seen especially in his “Map of 
Universe City,” Jones’ approach per- 
haps owes something to such “doo- 


dlers” as Seth Scrivner and Marc | 











Bell - both of whom he cites in the | 


acknowledgments. 

The whole enterprise brings up an 
excellent question: Can art just be 
fun? Comic artists have certainly 
thought so throughout most of their 
medium’s lifetime; it took a few de- 
cades and a few miscarried efforts to 
finally get comics widely recognized 
as a “serious” medium. 

Having fun seems to be the first 
order of business at hand in Catland 
Empire, but Jones has also planted a 
few (at least semi-) serious themes 
between the pages. The very idea of 
fun itself is treated as Big Important 
Idea: the suggestion seems to be, 
what else is life for? 

But let's go back a second to Jones’ 
very style: it's the kind of drawing 
that will be a non-starter for comics 
neophytes, and may even turn off 
other ostensible fans of the medium. 
I remember taking some twenty- 
something students for a tour of a 
local art gallery, and hearing them 
disparage the non-naturalistic work 
on display. 

Some just won't be ready for or 
warm to Catland Empire: it will be 
sloppy, childish, or amateurish in 
their eyes. But of course, Jones drew 
it that way because he wanted to cre- 
ate the look of slapdashery. That's 
the point — or should I say, the fun.

The Works Art & Design festival has 
become a Really Big Deal. There are 
a few obvious markers that hint at its 
burgeoning cultural importance — 
reaching its 25th birthday; eclipsing 
rival festivals to become the largest 
visual arts celebration on the conti- 
nent; establishing a permanent head- 
quarters and gallery space in Boyle/ 
McCauley; attracting midway-style 
grease jockeys to the festival grounds 
— but it’s the ringing endorsement 
of Alberta's ultimate arbiter of good 
taste himself Lindsay “Why Do I 
Fund So Much Crap?” Blackett that 
should give festival organizers rea- 
son to celebrate. 

On Page 2 of the Festival’s ubiq- 
uitous upside-down broadsheet he 
acknowledges 
festivals like this continue to inspire, 


“it is important that 


captivate and engage their audi- 
ences.” Taking the statements from 
Blackett and his federal counterpart 
James Moore as sincere and not 


merely canned arts-funder speak, it’s

a coup that the most inspiring and 
captivating artworks in this year's 
sustainability-themed festival chal- 
lenge, confront and criticize the so- 
cial and environmental policies of 
the reigning conservative govern- 
ments 

Take, for example, the anchoring 
Big Tent exhibits, which bring to- 
gether Maureen Enns’ “A Wild Horse 
Landscape,” a collection of drawings 
and paintings of wild horses from 
southern Alberta; the Coast Salish- 
inspired “Infinity” etchings, drawings 


and paintings of Lawrence Paul Yux- 
weleptun and Curtis Santiago; and, 
most evocatively, Olivia Kachman’'s 
“Out of the Blue & Into the Red” —a 
multimedia (read: video, sculpture, 
documentary, illustration, industrial 
photography) installation which ex- 
amines the interconnectedness of 
our actions upon the earth and our- 
selves, as filtered through the prism 
of the rapidly industrializing Grande 
Prairie. Kachman immerses her 
audience in a dark, crimson-tinged 
canopy of earthy smells, campfire 





simulacra and unsettling accounts of 
lifestyles disappeared. 

Beyond the Big Tent, pop up galler- 
ies, art stalls and installation spaces 
carpet Churchill Square. The main 
stage hosts musicians, fashion shows 
and performance artists. Churchill is 
dynamic place not only for the vari- 
ety of activities on offer, but for the 
ever-changing rotation of vendors, 
exhibits and artists throughout the 
festivals’ 13 days. 

But, as always, there’s more to this 
festival than a single site: this year 


features art installed at 28 locations. 
(Count the Festival's ability to occupy 
and overtake gallery, corporate and 
public spaces alike as another rea- 
son it's a Really Big Deal.) Whether 
snaking through downtown on a self- 
guided tour of micro installations, or 
spending quality time at larger gal- 
leries, thematic linkages and political 
tensions resonate loudly. 

At Nina Haggerty, there's “Expres- 
sions of Hunger,” a photo and poetry 
contest organized by the Edmonton 
Food Bank to raise awareness of local 
poverty, Latitude 53 has the master- 
fully curated “National Portrait Gal- 
lery,” bringing together an eclectic 
brood of artists to explore ironic and 
iconic Pan-Canadian subjects. Har- 
court House's “Elemental Titanium” 
and VAAA’s “Diversity 2010” invite 
viewers to gorge upon a visual cor- 
nucopia of local art. In co-locating 
the staggering number and quality of 
paintings, sculptures, photos, mixed 
media and unclassifiable works, cu- 
rators at these sister galleries seem to 
boldly assert that Edmonton's cultur- 
al sustainability is under no threat. 

Even if the accelerating impor- 
tance of locality within The Works is 
underestimated, it surely cannot be 
ignored: Edmonton, this art is of us, 
by us and about us.

He is everywhere. Literally. If you 
are into Edmonton's music scene, re- 
gardless of just about any particular 
segment of it (name your favourite 
one), you will sooner or later — rath- 
er sooner than later! — encounter the 
name of Thom Golub. 

For years, Golub has been a pil- 
lar of the free improvisation and 
jazz communities here (please note: 
these two are not the same). He has 
performed in experimental collec- 
tives, folk bands, rock groups, even 
pop outfits. He’s played the weirdest 
pub gigs and appeared — always with 
his trusted upright bass — at some 
very snazzy functions. Well, he has 
not done any hip hop yet, but who 
knows? That's not all. Already for 
some good few years, he has been in 
the process of establishing himself 
as an important voice on the Cana- 
dian classical music scene — a com- 
poser of works characterized by rare 
sophistication, imbued with drama 
and, simultaneously, a rare sense of 
subtle, elegant humour. Not bad for 
someone who is entirely — yes, that’s 
right, entirely — self-taught. In other 
words, Golub’s a phenomenon. 

If Golub, the bassist, is on the 
whole a local fixture, then Golub, the 
classical composer, has already man- 
aged to have made his mark across 
the country and abroad. It would be 
very instructive to some individuals 
here to witness the huge success his 
extensive chamber work inspired by 
David Cronenberg’s films enjoyed 
in Belgium, performed by the pres- 
tigious De Rode Pomp Ensemble, 
or to see how well another one was 
received, recently premiéred by the 
renowned Viennese duo Elena Den- 
isova, violin, and Alexei Kornienko, 
piano. And these are but two ex- 
amples. 

The full breadth of Golub’s inter- 
ests, pursuits and concerns is heard 
and felt in his speech, a peculiar, de- 
lightful and entertaining mixture of 
North American musicians’ argot 
and serious attitude towards things

artistic, as well as social. If the form 
seems light-hearted, the content is 
not. 

“The richer we get, man, the less 
we spend on the arts,” says Golub 
when asked about the condition of 
the arts in today’s western (read: Ca- 
nadian) society. “And I guess Marx 
and Engels would be astonished. Or 
would they? That's kind of contrary 
to what they had dreamed of, you 
know.” 

“Looking from the outside, TV is 
to blame, that’s for sure, most of it 
deprives many people of any ves- 
tiges of active intelligence, but TV 
— and Marx and Engels lived in 
that blessed time when TV was still 
a very distant future — is just the 
most superficial aspect of what re- 
ally lets us down...,” he pauses for a 
moment, looks out the window and 
then finishes the thought, “which is 
total greed of those who think their 
shit doesn’t stink and are convinced 
they own everything. Anywhere you 
look you've got those oil spills [this 
interview was conducted before the 
Gulf of Mexico disaster — Ed.|, wars, 
increased alienation. Why the fuck 
do we need to pay visits where we're 
not welcome? The same happens on 
the most basic level, street level, if 
you know what I mean. People have 
given in to moneymaking and have 
already forgotten about the impor- 
tance of being curious. 

“Hey, just think of what our re- 
spective lives would have been if TV 
and radio commercials were substi- 
tuted for by opera, new classical mu- 
sic, jazz, high quality songwriting, 
experimental short films.... Why 
not? I’ve been fed those fucking 
advertisements since I was a baby. 
Why not try that other thing? Am 
I too idealistic? I don’t think so. We 
can't feed on oil, plastic and fuck- 
ing french fries forever. A change 
is gonna come and artists will play a 
major role. This is why it’s so impor- 
tant to persist and do art, despite be- 
ing marginalized by the society. This 
is why I keep on writing music — it 
keeps me going, man!” 

At this point Golub’s optimism 
becomes contagious and 1 suddenly 
begin to believe that yes, the change 


must come — and will.

Why do jazz musicians play? 

- Calgary's festival just folded, by all 
accounts due to mismanagement. 
The running joke among boppers is 

“How do you make a million dollars 

_ playing jazz? Start with two million.” 
All too often the public perception of 
jazz professionals is mired in my- 
thos at best, scorn and disgust at the 
extreme. It's an extremely difficult 
career path and one where the mu- 
sician’s abilities and work ethic must 
be of a rare elite in order to make a 
living. Too often perceptions of the 
state of the industry and musicians 
are shaped by uninvolved outsiders. 

Chris Andrew, one of Canada’s 
busiest and best piano players, can 
be heard virtually everywhere these 
days. He states, “I like the vibe it cre- 
ates. If the players are in the right 
state and the audience is open to it 

_ it's a wonderful chance to share some 

_ creativity. And audiences pick up on 
that energy and enjoy being chal- 

" lenged by it. In some ways the best 
audiences are laymen who will come 
to two different shows and comment 

_ on what a different atmosphere was 
able to be created between two dif- 

_ ferent shows with the same players 

"and same tunes.” 

_ €dmonton expat Ben Bishop re- 
turns from New York for one night 
at the Copperpot, July 14. For him 
sheer inspiration is the key to staying 
in the game. 

“L immediately was struck by the 
feel, as well as the logic, of the music. 
Kind of Blue and Giant Steps were 
the first jazz records that I heard and 
| immediately loved them. But what 
impressed me the most was seeing 
jazz musicians perform live (it was 
the PJ. Perry trio with Bob Cairns 
and Mike Lent performing at the 
Hello Deli on 109th Street during the 
mid-'90s) and coming to the realiza- 
tion that these musicians could show 
up at a gig and make music on a very 
high level for an entire evening.”

I think, however, most jazz musi- 
cians, whether they have consciously 
acknowledged it or not, have a rea- 
son beyond the enjoyment, the sense 
of communion with an audience, or 
sheer inspiration for honing their 
craft and performing their art. I think 
most musicians, indeed most €d- 
montonions, would recognize jazzers 
also play simply because it's an im- 
portant calling. As Senator Tommy 
Banks states,” It’s important to have 
jazz in Edmonton. And dance, and

WOMAN'S RAPE FANTASY

I am a married white guy in 

my 50s. My wife and I do some 
role-playing where I am “Ted,” 
her real-life father. In her script, 
Lyell at my “bad daughter” (my 
wife) over some infraction and 
send her to her room.

incest-role-play fetish. Your wife 
isn’t alone: A small handful of rape 
victims develop fantasies about rape 
role-play scenarios, an even smaller 
number of Holocaust survivors de- 
veloped Nazi role-play fantasies. 
Sometimes our erotic imaginations 
are as inexplicable as they are pow- 
erful 

Now let’s suppose that your wife 
is healthy enough emotionally and 
sexually to safely explore these deep- 
ly creepy fantasies — because now 
she’s in complete control, because 
now she’s with someone she loves 
and trusts — and that she isn’t trau- 
matized by reenacting these deeply 
creepy scenes from her childhood. 


Shouldn't she have just as much a 
right to enjoy and explore her sexu- 
ality as any other person, CF, regard- 
less of the forces that shaped it?
